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Fire chief: Stoney Lane road 
improvements are no better

AXMINSTER’S fire chief, Ian Turner, 
says the widened section of Stoney Lane 
has done nothing to improve safety. 

But Devon County Council (DCC) refutes the 
claim, saying the scheme will provide a safe 
walking route and reduce congestion. 

Mr Turner, who is the commander at Axmin- 
ster Fire Station, lashed out at the DCC scheme 
in a letter to Putman’s Weekly News, writing: 
“This was a golden opportunity to keep traffic 
flowing and, more importantly, improve safety 
for our schoolchildren. 

“We have all suffered the terrible bottleneck 
adjacent to Axminster Community Primary 
Academy for decades, largely due to the road 
width and more recently the so-called safe 
crossing path adjoining both schools. 

“What we have now is a wider, unusable sec¬ 
tion of road still effectively cut off by this cross¬ 
ing path. 

“What possible safety does this bump in the 
road offer our children?” 

The crossing point was put in place about five 
years ago after a campaign spearheaded by a 
then Axminster resident. 

DCC bought a stretch of what was then the 
Axe Valley Community College sports field to 
provide a footpath leading to the crossing point. 

At the time it was hailed a success by many, 



including parents of children at the school and 
school/college leaders. 

But Mr Turner feels the crossing point has no 
role to play. 

He said: “Clearly, this is not a recognised 
highway crossing with no signage or direction 
to pedestrian or motorist. I worry that this will 
inevitably result in an accident.” 

He also said the correct course of action 
would have been to put a proper pedestrian 
crossing in place “to allow traffic to flow whilst 
improving traffic calming measures in terms of 
stricter and enforced reduced speed”. 

Mr Turner explained: “We have all witnessed 
oncoming traffic trying to run the gauntlet try¬ 
ing to reach the bottleneck first; this wider im¬ 
proved section has done nothing to stop this 
occurring.” 

But DCC strongly disagrees. A spokesperson 
said: “The purchase and subsequent demoli¬ 
tion of Green Lodge has enabled us to deliver a 
safe walking route for primary school pupils 


and widen the road which will reduce traffic 
build up at a pinch point in Stoney Lane. 

“The road will be widened to six metres with 
a 2.5m wide footpath from the existing road 
hump opposite Axminster Community Pri¬ 
mary Academy and continuing to the corner of 
Loretto Road and Stoney Lane. 

“Given that Axminster is an area identified 
for new housing, and there will be a need for 
additional primary places, we have also pro¬ 
vided the school with room to expand. 

“To maintain low traffic speeds in the area ad¬ 
jacent to the primary school, the road hump 
outside the school remains in place and vehi¬ 
cles will still have to give way to enable them 
to pass through. 

“However the width of the road hump closer 
to the junction has been widened to enable cars 
to pass each other. 

“HGVs will still have to give way to one an¬ 
other at this point. 

“This decision was made in accordance with 


the road safety team in order to maintain low 
traffic speeds in the area adjacent to the pri¬ 
mary school.” 
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Councillor told to ‘consider her position’ 


DEVON County Council Health and Adult Care 
(HAC) Scrutiny Committee chairman Council¬ 
lor Sara Randall Johnson (Con) has been asked 
to “immediately consider her position” after 
she was accused of failing to act properly dur¬ 
ing a key meeting on local hospital bed clo¬ 
sures. 

The demand came from her fellow councillor 
Martin Shaw (Independent EDA) after the 
council’s Standards Committee resolved to 
“strongly” remind her of the importance of the 
work of a scrutiny committee. 

Councillor Randall Johnson was cleared of 
breaching the council’s code of conduct, and 
there was no evidence of her failing to treat oth¬ 


ers with respect, failing to act in the public in¬ 
terest or failing to act properly. 

But Councillor Shaw said that the call for a 
Scrutiny Committee chairman to “be strongly 
reminded of the importance of the work” is un¬ 
precedented. 

The complaints stem from the July 25th meet¬ 
ing of the HAC Scrutiny Committee when it 
was resolved not to refer NEW Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s (CCG) hospital bed 
closure process and decision to the Secretary of 
State for Health, Jeremy Hunt MP. 

The bed closure programme saw beds close at 
hospitals in, among other, Seaton and Honiton 
only last month, and was meet with fierce dis- 
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may and opposition by campaigners. 

More than 20 complaints were made against 
Councillor Randall Johnson and the way she 
chaired the meeting. 

A meeting of the Standards Committee met on 
August 29th to consider the investigating offi¬ 
cer’s report. 

The meeting was held behind closed doors and 
Councillor Randall Johnson is not named in the 
publicly available minutes, but there are a 
number of references to the Scrutiny chairman. 

The minutes run to seven pages and, in sum¬ 
mary, say: “The committee finds: 

“That the allegations are not proven and that 
there has not been any breach of the Code of 
Conduct; 

“That here is no evidence to support any alle¬ 
gation that the subject member failed to treat 
others with respect or had failed to act in the 
public interest or had acted improperly or did 
not have regard to the relevant facts before tak¬ 
ing part in any decision making process as al¬ 
leged; 

“That, additionally, the subject member be 
strongly reminded of the importance of the 
work of scrutiny committees - reinforcing the 
value of neutrality in scrutiny both generally 
and in calling the ‘health service’ to account - 
and the need to be seen to be even handed and 
scrupulously fair, recognising that failure to do 
so may be perceived as a deliberate act; the dif¬ 
ference between perception and reality being 
not easily countered.” 

The minutes also noted that: “The events of 
the Health and Adult Care Scrutiny Committee 
meeting on July 25th may not reflect well on in¬ 
dividual members or upon the council as a 
whole, and further recognises that the percep- 
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tion gained by persons present at the meeting 
or subsequently viewing the webcast is not that 
which would have been desired. Group leaders 
should therefore be asked to remind members 
of the need to conduct themselves appropri¬ 
ately and respectfully at all times.” 

Councillor Shaw issued a press release on Au¬ 
gust 31st, saying: “Scrutiny chairman council¬ 
lor Sara Randall Johnson should immediately 
consider her position following the stinging re¬ 
buke issued to her by the council’s Standards 
Committee. 

“The council should also act to restore the 
credibility of HAC Scrutiny, since its failure to 
fully scrutinise the removal of community hos¬ 
pital beds in Honiton, Okehampton and Seaton 
has destroyed public confidence in its activities 
across a large swathe of Devon. 

“The call for a Scrutiny chairman to ‘be 
strongly reminded of the importance of the 
work’ of her committee, and of the value of neu¬ 
trality and being seen to be even-handed and 
fair, is unprecedented and should lead Council¬ 
lor Randall Johnson to immediately consider 
her position. There is no public confidence that 
she will lead the committee to carry out full and 
impartial scrutiny of NHS decision-making. 

“The Scrutiny Committee ignored the views 
of local communities and their representatives 
and has allowed the CCG to get away with dam¬ 
aging cuts. 

“The council must now consider how to re¬ 
store people’s faith that it will protect all our 
community hospitals in the future. I shall en¬ 
sure that this is discussed when the council 
meets on October 5th.” 

Councillor Randall Johnson declined to com¬ 
ment.

To help it get there, 
the council is chang¬ 
ing its policies, ap¬ 
proach and reskilling 
staff. It will also be 


looking to employ a 
core team with the 
right skills, experience 
and commercial mind 
set, to select a wide 
range of investments 
to best meet the 
council objectives. 

This will ensure that 
it is keeping pace with 
the commercial mar¬ 
kets, generating more 
of its own income, fu¬ 
ture proofing itself 
against central Gov¬ 
ernment cuts; and in 
doing so, continuing 
to deliver high quality 
services. 

Leader of the coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Ric Pal- 
lister, said: "This is a 
big step for the coun¬ 
cil and is all about 
protecting services 
and enabling us to 
continue to deliver on 
our ambitions for 
South Somerset in the 
context of massive 
cuts in funding from 
government. 

"We recognise we 
need to bring in skills, 
expertise and advice 
from the commercial 
sector to help us be 
more commercial and 
that is what we have 
started to do. 

"We will also ensure 
it is done in a way that 
is appropriate for a 
public body utilising 
public funding and 
that whilst being com¬ 
mercial, we keep a 
focus on our role of 
providing services to 
and meeting the 
needs of South Som¬ 
erset communities."

Crewkerne man dies 
in Bank Holiday crash 

A MOTORCYCLIST from Crewkerne died in a 
road traffic collision near Beaminster on Bank 
Holiday Monday. 

The collision happened near Mosterton 
crossroads on the A3066 at about 2.30pm. 

A Dorset Police spokesperson said: “It in¬ 
volved an orange Ford Focus, an orange KTM 
motorcycle and a pedal cyclist. 

“The motorcyclist, a man aged in his 40s 
from Crewkerne, suffered serious injuries and 
was sadly pronounced dead at the scene. 

“His next of kin have been informed and are 
being supported by specially trained officers. 
The coroner has also been notified. 

“The rider of the bicycle, a Yeovil man aged 
in his 60s, was taken to hospital. His injuries 
are not believed to be serious.” 

The road was closed while emergency serv¬ 
ices attended the incident and remained shut 
for collision scene investigation work to be 
carried out. 

Police Sergeant Fern Graham, of the traffic 
unit, said: “I am appealing for any witnesses 
to this collision, or to the manner of driving of 
any of the vehicles involved immediately 
prior to the incident, to please contact me. 

“I would also like to thank motorists for their 
patience during the road closures, which were 
necessary to enable the emergency services to 
do their work and to allow for a proper inves¬ 
tigation of the collision scene.”

HEALTH SECRETARY JEREMY HUNT WON'T INTERVENE IN BED CLOSURES BATTLE 


SECRETARY of State 
for Health Jeremy 
Hunt has no intention 
to intervene or inter¬ 
fere with the hospital 
bed closure process in 
Devon. 

Campaigners fight¬ 
ing NEW Devon Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning 
Group’s bed closure 
programme, which 
saw recent closures in 
Seaton and Honiton, 
demanded that MP 
Neil Parish arranged 
for them to meet Mr 
Hunt in London. 

They were angry 
with the original deci¬ 
sion and the fact that 


Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s Health and Well¬ 
being Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee voted against 
referring the matter 
to the Secretary of 
State for Health. 

Mr Parish would not 
discuss the request 
for a meeting, instead 
issuing statements to 
campaigners, individ¬ 
uals and the media 
saying he was “deeply 
saddened” by the bed 
closures and slam¬ 
ming the CCG. 

But Seaton town 
and district council¬ 
lor Marcus Hartnell 
has managed to get a 
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reply, albeit negative, 
from Mr Hunt’s office. 

Councillor Hartnell 
asked Mr Hunt to in¬ 
tervene. 

Mr Hunt passed the 
matter to Minister of 
State for Health Phi¬ 
lip Dunne MP, who 
replied on August 
21st, saying: “I am re¬ 
plying as the issues 
raised fall within my 
ministerial portfolio. 

“I note you request 
that ministers inter¬ 
vene and investigate 
the conduct and out¬ 
come of the Your Fu¬ 
ture Care Consulta¬ 
tion. 

“Contested NHS ser¬ 
vices can be referred 
to the Secretary of 


State, who then takes 
advice from the Inde¬ 
pendent Reconfigura¬ 
tion Panel. 

“However, you will 
also be aware that 
Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s Health Scrutiny 
Committee passed a 
motion in favour of 
not referring NEW 
Devon CCG’s decision 
to the Secretary of 
State. 

“NHS England has 
advised that the com¬ 
mittee has recom¬ 
mended that the CCG 
and the Royal Devon 
and Exeter NHS 
Foundation Trust 
[which manages the 
hospitals] continue to 
work with the local 


communities, moni¬ 
tor and evaluate the 
changes, and report 
progress. 

“Therefore, please 
raise any ongoing 
concerns directly 
with the CCG and the 
RD&E as this work 
progresses. 

“I am sorry I cannot 
be more helpful.” 

Councillor Hartnell 
who presented the 
correspondence as 
part of his monthly 
report to the town 
council, said: “The re¬ 
sponse from Philip 
Dunne is entirely as 
expected, but high¬ 
lights to me that we 
should all be closely 
monitoring the new

“Two men have been inter¬ 
viewed at Honiton Police Sta¬ 
tion in connection with this 
incident. 

“Both men have been re¬ 
leased under investigation 


and police enquiries continue 
into this matter.”

A Devon County Council 
spokesperson said: “We have 
a support service for families 
within the Syrian Resettle¬ 
ment Programme in Devon.

East Devon, South Somerset 
and West Dorset. 

Through their peer support 
groups, they support up to 
80 young people at any one 
time. 

Part-funded by Comic Relief, 
they raise match funding 
through donations and fund¬ 


raising from organisations, 
groups and individuals. 

Providing a place in one of 
its support groups for a young 
person with mental health is¬ 
sues costs The Project £1,200 
per year, so it relies on the 
generosity of supporters to 
keep this service free and ac¬ 
cessible to all. 

They hope that in running a 
successful crowdfunding cam¬ 
paign, they can secure the 
money needed to safeguard 
the immediate future of the 
service. 

Debbie Humberstone, The 
Project’s founder, said: “Since 
The Project opened four years 
ago, it has grown and ex¬ 
panded the support it offers so 
more young people are now 
able to benefit. 

“As it grows, the amount we 
need to raise each year to keep 
the service running also in¬ 
creases. 

“Grant funding is becoming 
harder and harder to secure, 
so in addition to generating 
our own income through our 
successful mental health trai¬ 
ning courses, we are trying 
out crowdfunding as a way of 
raising funds. 

“So many young people now 
rely on our support to help 
them through difficult times, 
and we work tirelessly to keep 
our groups running. 

“We now have waiting lists 
for some of our groups as 
more and more young people 


turn to us, and demand for 
places increases. 

“Statistics show that young 
people’s mental health issues 
are on the rise, so it is vital 
that The Project continues. 

“We hope that people will 
feel inspired by the rewards 
on offer to donate to our #Sup- 
port4September campaign.” 

Young people who attend 
The Project’s support groups 
experience a variety of mental 
health problems, including 
anxiety, exam stress, bereave¬ 
ment, eating disorders, de¬ 
pression and bullying. 

They don’t need to be diag¬ 
nosed with a mental illness to 
be referred. 

The groups provide young 


people with a safe, inclusive 
environment where they can 
participate in activities which 
teach them tools and skills 
they can use to deal with 
their difficulties in everyday 
life. 

The Project also runs a 
monthly support group for 
parents and carers, works 
closely with schools to edu¬ 
cate teenagers about mental 
health and delivers mental 
health training courses and 
workshops. 

The Project hopes to keep 
providing mental health infor¬ 
mation, help and support well 
beyond its fourth birthday - 
the success of the #Support4 
September campaign will give 


it a head start.

homes, hospitals, hospices, 
schools, daycare centres and 
prisons. 

"Volunteers with just a small 
amount of spare time each 
week work with their own pets, 
to bring joy, comfort and com¬ 
panionship to many individuals 
who appreciate being able to 
touch and stroke a friendly ani¬ 
mal." 

In addition, Mr Vaughton is a 
keen communicator and have 
had many an interesting dis¬ 
cussion with patients on a wide 
range of subjects, helping to 
brighten up the day for people 
admitted to hospital. 

Mr Vaughton, who is a PAT as¬ 
sessor, said: "Bringing a dog in 
makes you a different kind of 
visitor. 

"She acted as an introduction 
and, if they were minded to 
talk, I could help and have a 
chat."

I have assessed for PAT work 
was a poodle - and the largest 
an Alaskan Malmute; used by 
Eskimo tribes as sled-dogs." 

Tuppence, a former guide 
dog, was so popular that the 
Seaton nurses designed a spe¬ 
cial poster to advise all new in¬ 
patients that they might well 
meet a special visitor to aid 
their recovery. 

But that all came to an end 
when the beds closed in late 
August. 

Mr Vaughton lives in Whitford 
and cannot travel to hospitals 


which still has beds, like Tiver¬ 
ton and Sidmouth. 

He and Tuppence are, how¬ 
ever, available for visits within 
Axe Valley. 

He explained: "Apart from the 
odd school and one person, 
Tuppence and I do not have 
any other regular calls, but are 
available if required."

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Len’s mammoth cycle ride for Hospiscare 


HONITON pensioner Len Styles and two frie¬ 
nds have raised more than £1,000 for Hospis¬ 
care by cycling from Land’s End to John O’- 
Groats. 

Len, 80, has kept himself in good shape 
throughout his life and rather than easing off 
in his older years, the inspirational Honiton 
man is continuing to take on challenges. 

Len said: “My lovely partner, Christine Tay-

lor, died in December 2015. Christine had three 
operations and had treatment over two years 
and then a stay in hospital. 

“She came home for the last ten days of her 
life and was tended to by the Hospiscare 
nurses. Those ten sleepless days were very 
hard, very demanding 
and on reflection I 
was thinking about 
how I got through this 
difficult time. 

“I think a lot comes 
down to the exercise. 
I’ve always kept my¬ 
self physically fit, 
being able to train 
helped me eventually 
to avoid becoming 
overwhelmed by grief. 
It was like having my 
own support system. 

“Training gives me 
an external focus, it’s 
a way of distracting 
myself from the 
stresses of life. I have 
always been outward¬ 
looking and I do Tai 
Chi, which helps me 
to zone in. 

“You feel guilty 
about doing anything 
for yourself when 
your partner dies, but 
you are doing the 
right thing in taking 
some time out and set¬ 
ting yourself a chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I had done some 


ultra-distance races in my seventies. I com¬ 
pleted a 24 hour walking race, the Isle of Man 
85-mile walk, a 24 hour run in the Cotswolds, a 
23 hour non-stop cycle ride covering 240 miles, 
then a parathlon last year (triathlon and a tan¬ 
dem 15,000 ft parachute jump) but I was ready 
to go further. That’s how the Land’s End to 
John O’Groats (LEJOG) 1,000 mile bike ride 
came up. 

“In Honiton we have a good group of friends 
who all enjoy, walking, running, swimming 
and cycling. We never talk about excellence in 
these activities, we just want to get together for 
a laugh, do events and enjoy some tea and cake. 

“About 18 months ago, one of the group sug¬ 
gested LEJOG and 13 of us were interested, so 
that’s where it started. But life gets busy, so 
numbers did dwindle a bit, and by the time 
June came round there were just three of us. 

“So it ended up with myself, Sue, who is 69, 
and Keith, who turned 70 while we were en- 
route to John O’Groats. We wondered if we 
were the oldest trio to do LEJOG with a com¬ 
bined age of 219 years! 

“Sue is on the waiting list for a knee replace¬ 
ment and was advised to exercise, but I don’t 
think the doctors had this distance in mind. 

“We set off on the 29th June and it took us 17 
days in total. The first day we eased into it and 
covered 25 miles, then after that we averaged 
70 miles a day, with 80 miles being the maxi¬ 
mum we did in one go. 

“The first three days were the toughest. Corn¬ 
wall and Devon hills are consistently very 
steep but we didn’t really suffer from aches and 
pains. The hills in Scotland were higher but 
more forgiving as the gradients were gentler. 
You’re on your own on those long hill climbs, 
in solitude, it has similarities to losing a part¬ 
ner and you just have to keep going. That’s 
when the mental strength is needed. 

“My son Mark (aged 53) drove the support van 
and he was the good shepherd! He guided us 


when we got lost, sorted our mechanical break¬ 
downs and made up cups of tea in the driving 
rain. He really was a support wizard. 

“We did a collection for Hospiscare along the 
way and got £150. Sue and Keith have since 
raised another £200. 

“Thanks to the kind folk of Honiton £601.84 
was raised by selling plants on my drive. Grate¬ 
ful thanks goes to my good neighbours for tend¬ 
ing those plants whilst I was cycling”. 

“Sincere thanks to Paul Butterworth of Uni¬ 
cam Engineering Services in Chard who de¬ 
signed and machined a pedal attachment to 
enable Sue to compensate for an unequal power 
stroke and to the guys at The Bike Shed in Ex¬ 
eter who were involved with Paul in not only 
getting Sue ‘on the road’ but dropping every¬ 
thing to sort out Keith’s gear problem on day 
three. 

“Very special thanks to my amazing compan¬ 
ions who always had a ready smile, were ready 
to go each and every day without one days 
rest”. 

Len is currently considering what his next 
challenge will be: “Well, age doesn’t come into 
my mind - numbers? I’m always inspired by 
people older than myself who are doing amaz¬ 
ing things. 

“I read recently about a 100 year old who did 
a tandem parachute jump, veterans in athlet¬ 
ics, endeavouring and breaking records. 

“Older people who do things like volunteer¬ 
ing feel great for doing it and in doing so push 
the hands of the ‘ageing clock’ back; being pos¬ 
itive and active is so important. 

“I’m in training for my next ultra which will 
be a 24 hour running event in May 2018, the 
HOPE24 in Plymouth. Oh, and I’ve signed up 
for the Hospiscare Breakfast Run in September 
just for fun.”

Sharon, who runs Slimming World 
groups in Honiton alongside her col¬ 
league, Sam, says “People often fall 
into the trap of thinking that cutting 
down the amount of food you eat or 
avoiding certain food groups is the 
best way to lose weight. Long term 
these kinds of plans just aren’t sus¬ 
tainable though, and spark a never 
ending cycle of weight losses and 
gains.

NEVILLE STAPLE, also known as The 
Original Rudeboy, is credited with 
changing the face of pop music not only 
once but twice. He is a living legend. 

Neville Staple’s thirty-five year ca¬ 
reer in the music business is well doc¬ 
umented, from the early days with The 
Coventry Automatics, The Specials & 
FunBoy3 in the late 70s and 80s, to The 
Special Beat and various other collab¬ 
orations during his solo career from 
the 90s up to the present day. 

Neville’s 2-Tone legacy is huge. 2- 
Tone fused traditional ska music with 
punk rock attitude, energy and musi¬ 
cal elements. The movement helped 
to transcend and defuse racial ten¬ 
sions in Thatcher-era Britain. The 
actual imagery of 2 Tone has be¬ 
come almost as famous as the 
music itself. The famous 
black and white chequered 
design has become syn¬ 
onymous with ska. 

About his musical 
legacy, Neville Staple 
comments: “The way we 
brought it was mixing 
Jamaican music with the 
English style, which was 
actually punk at the time. 

Now most people are into 
ska, they listen to all the 
people that we talked about 
that they might not have 
listened to before... This has 
happened again and again 


with the different waves of ska. I am 
hearing lots more young bands now 
also putting their own spin on ska - 
some with dance music and some with 
a rock beat.

Even when 
singing about tough times, every-day 
things or bad things, the beat and the 
rhythm makes you want to move!”

amazing story that tells of Neville’s in¬ 
terest in music in the early 60s, his re¬ 
lationship with Pete Waterman (record 
producer, songwriter, radio and club 
DJ and television presenter) who he 
met at a club in Coventry and his rise 
out of hell into stardom.
